Minister will 
push Network 
Rail for train 
station revamp 

THE Minister for Transport 
has committed to putting 
pressure on Network Rail to 
revamp Luton's rundown 
railway station. 

Patrick McLoughlin visited 
the town last week for the 
groundbreaking ceremony 
of Luton Airport's new 
expansion and was shown a 
copy of January 17's Luton 
on Sunday by Councillor 
John Young, who was driv¬ 
ing him around on the day. 

Conservative Cllr Young, 
who sits on Luton Borough 
Council said: “It was the 
ideal opportunity to speak 
to him about it. 

“I showed him a copy of 
the newspaper and he was 
genuinely shocked at the 
state of our station and that 
something had to be done 
about it. 

“He told me that there was 
no money in the budget for 
the government to do any¬ 
thing about it 
directly, but he insisted he 
would be putting pressure 
on Network Rail for 
improvements to be made to 
the station.” 

This is a cross-party issue 
in the town, with Labour 
Councillor Sian Timoney on 
Friday announcing the 
launch of a petition to put 
pressure on both Network 
Rail and Thameslink for 
something to be done,

Cops seek injunction 
against Britain First

POLICE are seeking to ban the far 
right group Britain First from 
returning to Luton to carry out 
further anti-muslim protests in 
the town. 

Last Saturday Britain First staged 
a demonstration in Bury Park, 
which it deemed a ‘no-go zone’ for 
non-Muslims. 

At a packed meeting at Bury Park 
Community Centre on Wednesday 
night residents called for the 
group to be banned from the town. 

Bedfordshire Police, who were 
also present at the meeting, vowed 
to pursue an injunction against 
the group which held the unan¬ 
nounced march in response to two 
Luton men being found guilty for 
supporting ISIS last week. 

Assistant chief constable Mark 
Collins said: “We are making three 
commitments, the first being an 
investigation which will leave no 
stone unturned, the second is that 
we will be seeking an injuction to 
prevent Britain First from return¬ 
ing to Luton and thirdly that no 
members of the local community 
will be arrested over the events of 
last Saturday.” 

Speaking at the meeting, Akbar 
Dad Khan, from community group 
Building Bridges, said: “I have 
been coming to similar meetings 
for the past 30 years, people seem 
very reluctant to learn from them. 


“Every time a meeting is held, it’s 
discussed and that’s the end of it. 

“The police force has been aware 
of this problem for a long time so 
you would think that they would 
have a plan in place by now. 

“We need to do more than 
meeting at a community centre.” 

A number of proposals were put 
forward, with the planned motion 
to ban the group from Luton 
receiving the most support. 

Britain First has claimed to rep¬ 
resent Christianity, with the 
march last weekend even being a 
self-proclaimed ‘Christian patrol’. 

A video of the demonstration has 
since been viewed over 25 million 
times online, which Luton 
Borough Council’s chief executive 
Trevor Holden feels will only fur¬ 
ther jar the public’s views of Luton. 

In a fightback Luton’s Christian 
community showed its solidarity 
with the Muslim community in 
Bury Park, taking to the streets the 
following day in support. 

Rev Bonnie Evans-Hills of the St 
Albans Diocese went one step fur¬ 
ther, calling for Britain First to be 
listed as a proscribed group, in a 
similar vein to groups such as ISIS. 

However, the group has insisted 
it plans on returning to Luton. 

Deputy leader Jayda Fransen 
said: “We will be returning, maybe 
in the coming months but also 
possibly in the coming weeks. 
We’re coming back because these 
no-go zones do exist.” 



A WOMAN is urging people to be aware of 
the dangers of sepsis after her daughter 
contracted the illness last year. 

Rachel Oyoo, 33, said: “In May last year 
my daughter Rosie, who was then two, 


was diagnosed with chicken pox, which 
after being missed by several GPs was 
spotted by staff at Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital four days after the first GP visit.’

Education needed to put a 
stop to motorway crashes

TAKING a separate test to learn 
motorway skills after you obtain 
your basic driving licence should 
be compulsory, according to 
local driving instructors. 

Les Stonnell, from the LADC 
School of Motoring based in 
Luton, was speaking in a week 
that saw at least one accident on 
the Ml between junctions nine 
and 14 each day - and four major 
crashes in just 13 hours on 
Wednesday night and Thursday 


morning. Nationally in the year to 
June 2015, there were 180,500 
reported road casualties of all 
severities. 

The surge in collisions sparked 
concern among drivers locally - 
some of whom say they feel unsafe 
using the motorway. 

Last month the Department for 
Transport announced it was con¬ 
sidering new measures to improve 
road safety - including lifting the 
ban on learners going on motor¬ 
ways before passing their test. 

Mr Stonnell said: “It needs to 
happen but after their basic test - 


not before. We should have a 
staged driving test. The normal 
one just means you are basically 
competent - not an expert, 
although some people think they 
are. After you’ve passed that you 
should have to do another com¬ 
pulsory lesson to be able to go on 
motorways.” 

Mr Stonnell believes the biggest 
cause of accidents on British 
motorways is drivers not leaving a 
large distance between them¬ 
selves and the car in front - 
although Bedfordshire police and 
crime commissioner Oily Martins 


believes it’s down to the four ‘fatal 
factors’; speed, seatbelts, sub¬ 
stances (drink/drugs) and dis¬ 
tractions. 

He said: “We know in general 
that the ‘fatal’ four factors con¬ 
tribute to the vast majority of col¬ 
lisions. 

“The government is not cutting 
our funding by as much as I had 
feared so I no longer need to max¬ 
imise revenue from the speed 
cameras. Nonetheless we have 
speed limits for a reason and 
enforcing them helps make our 
roads safer.”

MRS Oyoo, who lives 
with her husband 
Vincent, Rosie and their 
other two children Mabel 
and Marley, in Limbury 
Road, Luton has 
expressed appreciation 
for the work done by the 
hospital to realise the 
possibility of it being 
sepsis (blood poisoning) 
so soon after arrival but 
has urged people to take 
note of the symptoms. 

These include muscle 
pain, not passing urine 
and mottled or discol¬ 
oured skin. 

She said: “We had a 
fantastic nurse there 
who called a consultant 
straight away and took 
the issue very seriously. 

“Rosie is absolutely 
fine with, touch wood, 
no lasting affects from 
sepsis.“Given the time it 
took for it to be noticed 
we just want more 
awareness of the symp¬ 
toms, especially in light 
of the tragic news 
regarding William Mead 
which emerged earlier 
this week.” 

The one-year-old died 
in December 2014, with 
national news saying 
that a lack of awareness 
and the length of time 
until he was treated 
played a part in his 
death, caused by sepsis. 

A spokesman for Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital 
said: “We are very 
pleased that Rosie has 
made such a good 
recovery, and we are 
very grateful to Rachel 
for all she is doing to 
raise awareness of 
sepsis. 


Terror pair jailed 
for boosting ISIS

TWO men have been jailed 
for a total of five years after 
being found guilty of terror¬ 
ism offences last week. 

Ibrahim Anderson, 38, of 
Dallow Road, Luton, was 
convicted last week of invit¬ 
ing support for a proscribed 
organisation, contrary to 
section 12 of the Terrorism 
Act 2000 on August 9, 2014, 
and on December 16, 2014 
possessed information of a 
kind likely to be useful to a 
person committing or pre¬ 
paring an act of terrorism, 
contrary to section 58 of the 
Terrorism Act 2000. 

Shah Jahan Khan, 62, of St 
Catherine’s Avenue, Luton, 
has been convicted of invit¬ 
ing support for a proscribed 
organisation, contrary to 
section 12 of the Terrorism 
Act 2000 on August 9, 2014. 

On Friday they were jailed 
for three and two years 
respectively and have also 
been added to the terrorism 
register, which they will be 
listed on for 10 years. 

London’s Old Bailey heard 
that the two men were part 
of a group of men that erect¬ 
ed a stall on Oxford Street, 
close to Marble Arch Tube 
Station. During the course of 
the afternoon they assisted 
in distributing leaflets to 
people which encouraged 
support for the Caliphate 
announced by Daesh, com¬ 
monly known as ISIS. 

They were heard to make 
comments supporting 
Daesh. 

The witnesses took pic¬ 
tures of the two convicted 
men and later reported the 
matter to police. 

Both were arrested on 



December 16, 2014, and their 
homes searched. 

A computer belonging to 
Anderson was seized. 

When the computer was 
examined three images were 
recovered which were part of 
a set of instructions for trav¬ 
el to Syria to support jihad. 

Met Police commander 
Dean Haydon said: “These 
men were openly supporting 
a terrorist organisation 
whose behaviour is abhor- 


rent to the majority of people 
across the world. 

“Their actions on a busy 
London street were chal¬ 
lenged by members of the 
public who were appalled by 
what they observed. 

“The MPS Counter 
Terrorism Command rightly 
investigated this case and 
would encourage others to 
come forward if they have 
concerns about terrorist 
related activity.”

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Probe into grocery waste 


THE council has said it is working urgently to 
investigate why commercial waste has been 
allowed to pile up at the back of food stores in 
Bury Park. 

Luton Borough Council said its officers were 
working to identify the owner of land at the rear 
of shops in Dunstable Road which is overflow¬ 
ing with cardboard boxes, plastic trays and 
even a television. 

The waste was spotted last weekend by a 
member of the public who said he was con¬ 
cerned it could become a ‘breeding ground for 
vermin’. The section of Dunstable Road is home 
to sweet shop Ambala Foods, grocery shops 
Kashmir Stores, Medina Superstore and Haji 
Foods, and restaurant Shahi Nan Kebab. 

When contacted by Luton on Sunday, Ambala, 
Kashmir, Medina and Haji declined to comment. 

Faisal Khan, owner of Shahi Nan, said: “It is 
cleaned up regularly and once in a while the 
health inspector comes in to give people a slap 
on the wrist but there are four shops dropping 
their cardboard boxes. 

“So when they get their deliveries and then it 
rains, they don’t want to touch it. I think if there 
was a long-term solution then the health advis¬ 
er would have said. 

“I have not been the one putting the rubbish 
there so I am not responsible. 

“I have my own bin collection and sometimes I

see other rubbish in my bin. We are a restaurant 
so we do not have cardboard boxes. I think over 
the years as more shops have opened it has got 
worse.” 

A council spokesman said: “The council is 
aware of this location and we are working 
urgently within our powers to identify the land- 
owner and require them to remove the waste. 

“Our investigation is ongoing.” 


Day care plans 
come under fire

PROPOSALS to close two day 
centres and move users to 
another location have been 
labelled as ‘unfair’. 

Luton Borough Council 
wants to shut the African 
Caribbean Day Centre in 
Trinity Road and the Milan 
Day Centre in Solway Road 
North and move them to the 
St Monica’s centre in St. Ives 
Close. 

The service supports people 
over 65, people with demen¬ 
tia and adults with physical 
disabilities. Council officers 
said a decline in users meant 
it needed to make changes. 

However, Norris Bullock, 


from the Luton St. Vincent 
and The Grenadines 
Association, accused the 
council of ‘trying to lump 
everyone together’. He said 
the town’s black community 
had ‘worked hard’ without 
the council’s assistance to get 
the Trinity Road centre run¬ 
ning initially and were con¬ 
cerned about its future 
should the building be sold. 

Mr Bullock added: “It is 
really about providing a ser¬ 
vice that meets the needs of 
the local people. Although 
the needs will be similar for 
the Asian community at the 
Milan centre and Afro- 
Caribbean at Trinity Road, 
some of them are different. 

“I don’t think it will be fair 
for the users because they 


will not want to go. Some of 
them have dementia and will 
not understand. 

“You don’t want them to 
leave the service because 
they will become isolated at 
home.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The proposed new venue, St 
Monica’s, is large enough to 
accommodate all service 
users, and has a number of 
separate areas which will 
allow us to maintain the cul¬ 
tural diversity of the three 
centres. The centre is also 
more accessible and is single¬ 
use, which is better for cus¬ 
tomers with dementia.” 

The spokesman also said a 
consultation on the propos¬ 
als was underway, with a 
decision expected on April 4.

for tooth nightmare

A MAN who lost a tooth after 
dentists failed to spot and 
treat decay over sixth months 
has won a £7,000 out-of-court 
settlement. 

Network Rail engineer 
Andrew Presswell, 50, from 
Lewsey Farm, visited 
Houghton Regis Dental 
Centre where he was exam¬ 
ined by Dr Sneha Parekh and 
Dr Anjali Mehta between 
October 2013 and April 2014. 

The initial treatment left 
him with pain in his upper left 
tooth because the dentists did 
not treat a chronic infection. 

He was told his tooth had to 
be removed but the procedure 
resulted in more pain and a 
visit to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital. 

Andrew said: “I went to hos¬ 
pital to be treated, I couldn’t 
drive and I had a massive nee¬ 
dle inserted into my gum to 
remove the pus which was 
making my face swell up. 

“Once again, I couldn’t 
believe what was happening 
to me.” 

He added: “When they 
messed up my tooth they said 
they would refer me to the 
hospital. When I went back to 


the dentist they pulled me 
into a room and were very 
apologetic.” 

Andrew said the pain was 
due to roots left in his gum 
during the tooth removal. He 
needed corrective treatment 
over an 11-month period, 
which ended in surgery to 
remove the remaining roots. 

He said after discovering he 
would need regular treatment 
for the rest of his life he con¬ 
tacted the Dental Law 
Partnership and managed to 
bring a successful legal claim 
against the dentists. 


He added: “But I would still 
use the surgery. My boys are 
still at the surgery and I would 
use it because those two den¬ 
tists have moved on. 

“I am happy with the surgery 
as a whole.” 

A spokeswoman for the den¬ 
tal surgery said: “We are 
pleased that the matter 
involving two previous den¬ 
tists who have since left the 
practice has been brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion so 
that all parties can now move 
on. We always strive to pro¬ 
vide the best possible care.”

FRESH APPEAL OVER SHOPKEEPER MURDER WOMAN DIES AFTER BEING HIT BY TRAIN 


POLICE have reissued an appeal for informa¬ 
tion as part of their investigation into the mur¬ 
der of a Luton man three weeks ago.

Pair suspended over 
social media misuse

TWO council employees 
were suspended from their 
roles as a result of social 
media policy breaches last 
year, it has emerged. 

In the 2014/15 financial year 
two people were suspended 
by Luton Borough Council 
and eventually left their 
employment with the author¬ 
ity. One employee was sus¬ 
pended for four and a half 
months, before being dis¬ 
missed by the council. 


Another resigned after 
being suspended for four 
days, a Freedom of 
Information request by the 
BBC revealed. 

In the previous year, 
2013/14, one employee was 
warned for their social media 
use and another received a 
suspension. 

A spokesman for the Local 
Government Association 
said: “All councils have their 
own internet and social 
media usage policies which 
their staff will be expected to 
adhere to. 

“Some staff will use social 


media as part of their day-to- 
day job but for all staff, coun¬ 
cils are clear that while some 
personal use of social media 
at work is acceptable, it must 
be reasonable and appropri¬ 
ate in terms of both the time 
spent and the content. 

“The vast majority of coun¬ 
cil employees abide by that. 

“Councils take very serious¬ 
ly any misuse and, as these 
figures show, will deal 
robustly with cases that are 
unacceptable.” 

Luton Borough Council 
would not comment on the 
dismissals.

Unity across Bury Park 


A video released by the far 
right group Britain First last 
weekend sought to show divi¬ 
sions between religious com¬ 
munities in Luton’s Bury Park. 

The group claims to repre¬ 
sent Christian values, but the 
Bishop of Bedford, Richard 
Atkinson, thinks otherwise. 



In the words of Christ, 
‘Blessed are the peacemak¬ 
ers.’ 

The actions of Britain First 
in Luton last weekend are 
not those of peacemakers. 

They are deeply provoca¬ 
tive, self-fulfilling, self-serv¬ 
ing and not recognisably 
actions motivated by any 
expression of Christian faith 
that I recognise. 

Local churches, including 
the churches in Bury Park 
walk through the town at 
Easter carrying a cross in 
witness to the suffering, 
death and resurrection of 
Christ, which Easter cele¬ 
brates. 

They are met with warmth 
and respect. 

Led by the Vicar of Bury 
Park, the Revd David 
Kesterton, the churches’ 
response this weekend was 
to show love to heal wounds 
caused by the self-serving 
actions of Britain First. 

People of goodwill in Luton 
from the churches and other 
faith communities work 
together, live together, laugh 
together and build a future in 
which people live well 
together. 

They have built up strong 
and resilient relationships of 
friendship and service to the 
community. 

Not least through organisa¬ 
tions such as Grassroots and 
the Luton Council of Faiths, 
as well as through co-opera¬ 
tion in programmes such as 
‘Near Neighbours’. 

Near Neighbours, a nation¬ 
al initiative, recently chose 
Luton in which to celebrate 
its 1,000th grant which helps 
to transform communities. 

This grant was used to 


build a peace garden and 
community allotment, sited 
in the grounds of All Saints 
Church, Bury Park. 

They provide much needed 
community open space in 
the parish. 

A garden and an allotment 
wonderfully illustrate the 
work of building up commu¬ 
nities. 

They cannot grow over¬ 
night, but can be damaged, 
accidentally or deliberately, 
all too quickly. 

Most people in Luton resist 
the forces acting to tear 
them apart and choose to 
follow the way of peace and 
living well together. 

Living well together 
embraces that compassion 
and concern for our fellow 
human beings that bridges 
difference. 

We know it when we see it 
and it is much evident in 
Luton. 

It has been very evident in 
the actions of Father David 
Kesterton, Peter Adams from 
St Mary’s Church and others 
from our communities work¬ 
ing hard to show anyone 
who might have doubted it, 
even for an instant, that 
Britain First does not speak 
for the churches of Luton, or 
of anywhere. 

In the wake of Britain 
First’s provocation, David, 
Peter and others brought lis¬ 
tening ears and gifts of roses 
to shopkeepers, who felt vio¬ 
lated at the weekend. 

It was important to us to 
show them that a Christian 
response to such actions is 
to show concern for those 
who were left bruised and to 
help calm fears and restore 
hope.

INCONSIDERATE dog and 
horse owners not clearing 
up after their animals are 
being told to clean up. 

Sibel Kenrick, of Whitwell 
Close, Luton, said it is ‘self¬ 
ish’ of people to leave animal 
faeces in areas used regularly 
by schoolchildren.

worms in the poo and you 
have children walking there.” 

Kimberly McGuinness, 
from Sunshine Riding School 
in Warden Hill Road, said 
horse owners had to be 
‘responsible’ with their ani¬ 
mals. 

She said: “It would not be 
any of my horses because 
they are not allowed to go out 
in public. 

“Sensible horse owners 


know that we are supposed 
to clean up after our 
horses.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Responsible owners dispose 
of their dog’s mess properly 
in a bin, however, sadly there 
are still a few owners who 
prefer to ignore what their 
pet is leaving behind on the 
streets, paths or park. 

“This is not only unpleas¬ 
ant but also illegal and dan¬ 
gerous and there is no 
excuse.”

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Authority bins tax 
on garden waste

A COUNCILLOR has claimed ‘victory’ for 
residents after town hall officers scrapped a 
planned £35 fee for garden waste collections. 

In its medium-term financial plan published 
last year, Luton Borough Council suggested 
charging residents for collecting garden rub¬ 
bish in a bid to save £200,000 every year from 
April 2016/17. 

However, residents, along with the Luton 
Liberal Democrats, criticised the idea and an 
updated plan published this year no longer 
includes the proposal. 

Councillor David Franks, Liberal Democrat 
leader, claimed the authority changed its 
mind because the charge would cause resi¬ 
dents to dump their garden waste in black 
bins, increasing the authority’s landfill tax bill 
in the process. 

He said: “This is a victory for local residents 
who protested very loudly about the plan and 
shows that if enough noise is made even our 
Labour council can be made to change its 
mind. Of course, but for the efforts of local 
Liberal Democrat councillors, no one would 
have known about the proposed tax in the 
first place.” 

A council spokesman said: “There are no 
current plans to charge for garden waste col¬ 
lection in Luton. 

“The council’s Waste Review Group is cur¬ 
rently considering different ways of improv¬ 
ing Luton’s recycling rates and the efficiency 
of kerbside rounds that do not involve a charge 
to residents for garden waste collection.” 


Right up your street 

Names refer 
back to some 
major battles 

Howard Chandler looks at how warfare has 
shaped the titles of some of our streets... 


In a previous article I told the story of the 
Battle of the Alma. 

Two roads parallel to Alma Street, Inkerman 
and Gordon also have links with the Crimea. 

The Battle of Inkerman, a village by the 
Tchernaya River in present-day Ukraine, took 
place on November 5,1854, when 16,000 
British and French troops took on 42,000 
Russians. Twelve Victoria Crosses were 
awarded to British soldiers for brave actions 
during the battle. In 1865 the new street laid 
out next to Alma Street was given the name 
Inkerman Street. 

Major-General Charles George Gordon was 
the favourite General of Queen Victoria. He 
fought in the Crimea and China, but is remem¬ 
bered as Gordon of Khartoum, achieving hero 
status during the siege in Sudan, which lasted 
more than ten months. 

Gordon was killed in January 1885, just two 
days before the relief force arrived. Gordon 
Street in Luton was named less than eight 
months later.

The man who blew

THE principal of King’s 
House School is leading a 
double life. 

In between running a suc¬ 
cessful independent prepar¬ 
atory in Leagrave High 
Street, Andrew Cook ( pic¬ 
tured right ) is also a success¬ 
ful author. 

Three years ago he worked 
as a historical consultant on 
a BBC film about The Great 
Train Robbery, partly based 
on a book he wrote that 
same year. His latest work, 
The Ian Fleming Miscellany, 
takes a critical look at the 
building blocks that went 
into one of the most famous 
spies of all time. 

Ever the meticulous writer, 
Andrew drew upon previ¬ 
ously unseen government 
files to narrate how Fleming 
weaved together tales that 
spawned an incredibly suc¬ 
cessful book and film fran¬ 
chise. 

In the question and answer 
below, Andrew talks about 
how he went about writing 
the book and some of the 
things he has discovered: 

Q. What made you write 
the book? 

A. Previous Fleming biog¬ 
raphies have, on the whole, 
been long in-depth works 
that have typically been 
directed towards quite a 


narrow readership. Bearing 
in mind James Bond’s popu¬ 
lar appeal, I felt that a short¬ 
er, more concise book aimed 
at a wider, general reader- 
ship was called for. 

Q. What does the book 
reveal which other works on 
Ian Fleming have not 
already touched upon? 

A. The book meets head-on 
the controversy surrounding 
the question of who was 
actually responsible for the 
creation of James Bond char¬ 
acter so familiar to film 
audiences today. 

The James Bond featured 
in Fleming’s books was a 
profoundly different charac¬ 
ter from the ‘film’ Bond. 

Critics at the time found 
the ‘book’ Bond to be a 


humourless, sadistic thug. 

Many film companies in 
the 1950s rejected the 
opportunity of making a 
Bond film on this basis as 
well as their view that ‘Bond 
versus the Communists’ was 
a stale and outdated formula 
that shaped virtually every 
Fleming book. 

In the late 1950s Fleming 
was introduced to film pro¬ 
ducer Kevin McClory and 
screenwriter Jack 
Whittingham. 

They told him that if Bond 
was to successfully make the 
transition to movies then 
the character would need an 
overhaul. 

Equally, Bond needed a 
nemesis in the same way 
Sherlock Holmes was pitted

against Moriaty. McClory 
and Whittingham therefore 
conceived Ernst-Stavro 
Blofeld and the Spectre 
organisation. 

They also built many of the 
concepts in their film script 
that would later become key 
features of the novel 
Thunderball. 


When the novel appeared 
McClory took legal action 
against Fleming for plagia¬ 
rism. 

He won his case and was 
also awarded the right to 
produce the ‘Thunderball’ 
movie and the right to a re¬ 
make of the film, which he 
did in 1983 (Never Say Never 


Again). 

Q. How did you go about 
researching the book? 

A. I was able to consult 
MI5, MI6, naval intelligence 
and air ministry files from 
where Fleming found the 
inspiration for plots like 
Goldfinger and Casino 
Royale. 

I also managed to access 
the papers of several friends 
and associates of Fleming, 
which gave an additional 
angle in terms of their take 
on events. 

Q. What is the biggest 
myth surrounding Ian 
Fleming? 

A. That he was solely 
responsible for the creation 
of the ‘movie’ Bond and the 
massively successful film 
franchise that followed. 

For example, Fleming was 
opposed to Sean Connery 
playing Bond as he didn’t 
want a working-class actor 
playing the role of an 
Etonian gentleman. 

He wanted actor David 
Niven to play the part. 

Q. What can readers 
expect to learn from the 
book? 

A. An insight into how 
Fleming wrote his books and 
how he used real life names, 
characters and events to knit 
together his stories, not to 
mention his occasional reli¬ 
ance on other people’s ideas 
and story plots.

Baldy has lost her 
battle with cancer

A RARE bald squirrel res¬ 
cued by wildlife lovers has 
died of skin cancer. 

‘Baldy’, as the squirrel 
became known after numer¬ 
ous sightings, was rescued by 
an animal charity in 
November last year. 

Wildlife experts were con¬ 
cerned that her lack of fur 
meant she could die in a cold 
snap. 

Beds Wildlife Rescue con¬ 
firmed on Wednesday on its 
website the unlucky creature 
had died this week at an ani¬ 
mal sanctuary. 

It stated: “St Tiggywinkles 
took the squirrel in for us and 
have been amazingly kind 
and helpful. 

“They carried out tests to 
see if her baldness can be 
cured, but very sadly the tests 
showed skin cancer. 

“I have been advised that 
the little squirrel has passed 
away.” 

When pictures emerged of 
the squirrel online, animal 
lovers took to the streets of 
Dunstable, to try and track 
her down over fears she could 
freeze to death. 


The follically-challenged 
rodent eluded capture four 
times from Beds Wildlife 
Rescue before finally being 
brought in last year. 

There are a number of med¬ 
ical conditions which can 
cause animals such as squir¬ 
rels to lose their hair, such as 
ringworm, mange or even the 
stress of a confrontation with 
a predator. 

It was originally thought 
that Baldy was suffering from 
dermatophytosis, a fungus 


which attacks the shaft of the 
hair when it emerges from 
the skin. 

Despite the danger from the 
cold, hair loss conditions are 
not generally life-threaten¬ 
ing so Baldy was not thought 
to be at risk when she first 
arrived at St Tiggywinkles. 

Members of Facebook page 
Spotted in Dunstable joked 
about knitting the poor crea¬ 
ture a fur coat and that it 
could have been stripped of 
its fur by mates on a stag do.

Airline under fire for 
passenger payments

DELAYS in compensation payments to cus¬ 
tomers have led to court bailiffs being told to 
seize goods from an international airline's 
headquarters, a specialist claims company 
has said. 

FairPlane UK, which represents passengers 
who have experienced delayed flights, said it 
had an ‘enormous number of live cases’ 
against Luton-based easyjet, including one 
where it had to contact bailiffs. 

Regulations require airlines to pay custom¬ 
ers compensation if their flight lands more 
than three hours late. 

However, Daniel Morris, FairPlane’s direc¬ 
tor, claimed that easyjet made it ‘hard’ for 
passengers seeking compensation. 

He said: “We have an enormous number of 
live cases against easyjet and we have been in 


regular contact with them. 

“In some cases easyjet have even confirmed 
in writing that they owe this money, and have 
agreed a timescale to pay it, but have simply 
failed to do so. 

“I find it disheartening that easyjet are 
announcing milestones highlighting the loy¬ 
alty of its passengers and yet feel it is in order 
to fail to pay a debt to the very same people 
who use their airline.” 

An easyjet spokesman said: “Customers 
who believe they are due compensation can 
apply to easyjet directly by completing a sim¬ 
ple online form available on our help site. 

“We try and get back to them within three 
working days with an answer and if payment 
is due, aim to have the money in their account 
within a further 21 days. 

“We are working to speed this process up 
with the aim of refunding within seven days.” 


House searched for firearms

Reynolds belting his way to big time

IT was initially just some¬ 
thing to improve his focus 
but boxing could now be 
one young man from 
Luton’s ticket to stardom. 

Jordan Reynolds captained 
England against Norway 
last weekend and now has 
his sights set on the top.

Jordan trained for 12 
months before having his 
first fight and, with just a 
few bouts under his belt, he 
entered the Amateur British 
Boxing Championships for 
the first time aged just 16. It 
was here that he put in the 



performance which made 
people take notice. 

He added: “I’ve always 
thought you’ve just got to 
give things a go and I went 
and entered despite every¬ 
one telling me not to. 

“I ended up losing the final 
against Isaac MacLeod, who 
has since turned profession¬ 
al and is promoted by Frank 
Warren.” It was then that 


Iordan realised he had to 
take the sport more serious¬ 
ly and sold his PS2, clothes 
and other things to fund his 
membership at the prestig¬ 
ious West Ham Boxing Club, 
before moving to 
Hoddesdon Boxing Club. 

Jordan is well aware of the 
proud history that Luton 
has in the sport but feels he 
can take it to a new level. 


He said: “I have the right 
people around me and con¬ 
tacts around the world. In 
just a few weeks I’m going to 
be sparring in a number of 
gyms in Las Vegas.” 

With his dream getting 
closer, Jordan reflects on 
what boxing has done for 
him as a person. 

He said: “It’s made me 
more of a gentleman; it’s 



true to say the sport has 
changed my life. My one bit 
of advice to anyone, if you’re 
good at something, whatev¬ 
er it may be, is stick at it and 
it could change your life.” 


Iordan will next be in 
action on February 12 at 
Luton Rugby Club, where he 
will be making the first 
defence of his English 
Middleweight title.

Peter runs a new 
book up yardarm 



A NAVAL enthusiast from Bedfordshire who 
turned his disappointment into success has 
published his 76th book. 

After multiple applications for the Royal 
Navy, Peter C Smith found himself faced 
with rejection due to his poor eyesight. 

But instead of being defeated, he began 
to write about the topic which he found 
fascinating, and has made his name as one 
of the world’s leading authors on all things 
maritime - not to mention authoring a host 
of publications on aeronautical and military 
history. 

Peter said: “The men in my family have 
a strong military connection so I have 
always been drawn to this topic, and I am 
lucky to have had opportunities to travel 
the world and speak to people who have 
had incredible experiences.

Graceful house for a princely sum 



LONG before William and Kate 
and even Charles and Diana, the 
fairytale royal nuptials of film 
star Grace Kelly and Prince 
Rainier III of Monaco filled 
newspapers worldwide. 

High rollers and the 
aristocracy from around Europe 
arrived with fabulous gifts for 
the Hollywood princess and her 
real-life prince, which proved a 
magnet for Europe’s thieves; 
$50,000 worth of jewels were 
swiped from one guest and 
another $8,000 in gems were 
taken from a bridesmaid’s hotel 
room. 

This was ironic as Kelly had 
first met Rainer while in the 
south of France filming To Catch 
A Thief in 1955, a romantic 
thriller with Cary Grant as a 
retired cat burglar who has to 
save his reformed reputation by 
catching a new ‘cat’ preying on 
wealthy tourists in the French 
Riviera. 

Kelly only made two more 
films in 1956 before she left 
acting to take on official duties 
and charity work. She died aged 
52 when her car plunged off a 


FANCY sitting down to dinner in 
a dining room that positively 
oozes history? This one, at Grade 
I listed Great Tangley Manor, 
has timbers from the Armada 
fleet in the wood panelling and 
royal signatures on the window. 

The hunting lodge - a 
favourite of King George V who 
stayed there with Queen Mary - 
has just celebrated its 1,000th 
birthday. It’s included in the 
Domesday Book in 1086, where it 
was described as a royal hunting 
lodge. 

It was a medieval hall house in 
the 13th and 14th centuries 
before getting a new look in 1582 
when some of the timbers from 
the Armada fleet were 
incorporated into the design. 

After more works early in the 
19th century, the Royal family, 
including George and Mary, 
visited the property and signed 
the window of the dining room 
with a diamond ring. 

Another royal who felt the

Corniche above Monaco in 1982. 

While filming in France, Kelly 
fell in love with the Castle of la 
Croix des Gardes near Cannes, 
where some of the scenes were 
shot. Built in 1919, the castle - 
with its Florentine-style facades 
and manicured gardens 
overlooking the Bay of Cannes - 
sits in 24 acres and has 13 
bedrooms and nine bathrooms.

he 1970s were a 
hedonistic whirlwind 
of touring, making 
music and drugs for 
David Bowie - and 
you probably wouldn’t have 
wanted the androgynous glam 
rock icon as a neighbour. 

With scores of adoring fans 
making pilgrimages to his 
home in Beckenham, the 
singer decamped into Bond 
actress Diana Rigg’s flat in 
London with wife Angie and 
their son Duncan in 1973. 

Bowie was hitting his 
creative stride, having just 
released Aladdin Sane, his 
first chart-topping album, and 
by the end of that year had six 
albums in the Top 40. The 
BBC’s Maida Vale studios, 
where Bowie recorded several 
sessions, were also round the 
corner. 



The family lived in the flat 
for six months until October 
1973 when they were served a 
notice by the Game of Thrones 
and Avengers star’s managers 
complaining about “excessive 
noise”. 

Soon afterwards, Bowie quit 
the UK for America and 
Berlin, and didn’t return to 
live full time in London again. 
However, his decadent lifestyle 


continued unabated for many 
years; hooked on cocaine, 
Bowie lived at a lavish suite 
in Manhattan’s Sherry- 
Netherland hotel for a year in 
1974, enjoying parties and jam 
sessions with fellow 
musicians including John 
Lennon.

DAVID Bowie’s wife Iman only 
revealed recently that the family 
had made a secret final trip to 
London 18 months ago when the 
singer said an emotional 
farewell to his home city after 
being diagnosed with cancer. 

The trip took in the Tower of 
London, the London Eye, and the 
house where he spent his early 
childhood in Brixton. 

Born David Jones - changing 
his name to avoid confusion with 
Davy Jones from the Monkees - 
Bowie lived at 40 Stansfield Road 
from 1947 until 1953 when, aged 
six, the family moved to 
Bromley Last year, the four- 
bedroom terrace house sold for 
Elm. 

The property is just minutes 
away from where thousands 
gathered to pay tribute to 
‘Brixton’s Own Boy’ after news 
of his death, laying flowers and 
candles at his mural and taking 
part in an impromptu sing-along 
of his hits.

DARE-DEVIL Stirling Moss is 
known as one of the best 
all-round racing drivers in the 
sport’s history. 

Nicknamed ‘Mr Motor Racing’ 
in his hey-day, he became a 
professional driver at 18 and 
secured one of the sport’s 
greatest ever race wins at the 
1955 Mille Miglia. Driving a 
Mercedes-Benz 300 SLR and 
reaching speeds of 170mph on 
public roads, he finished the 
hair-raising 1,000 mile road race 
in just over 10 hours - setting a 
record which was never broken. 

Moss raced 107 different types 
of car until a near-fatal accident 
at Goodwood in 1962 forced him 
to quit the sport. A career in 
property followed and he bought 
this three-bedroom Mayfair pad 
in 1954 for £12,000. Moss

An astonishing number of Honda 
Jazz owners buy another and the 
third generation version we’re 
looking at here aims to keep 
them loyal. But the Japanese 
brand also needs to attract 
new converts to its clever little 
supermini, something that will 
be easier to do with this MK3 
model thanks to its smarter 
looks, better driving experience 
and optional hybrid power. For 
very good reasons, this is the 
supermini that industry insiders 
most commonly recommend. 

The Jazz rides on Honda’s 
new global B-segment chassis 
and as such is both lighter and 
more structurally rigid than its 
predecessor. The suspension is 
also lighter, with struts up front 
and a torsion beam rear end 
combining with a longer wheel¬ 
base to better isolate road noise 
and surface imperfections. 

The revised dampers also 
assist in improving ride quality 
and a redesigned electric power- 
assisted steering system claims 
to deliver better feedback for 
the driver. Yes, you heard that 
right: feedback. In a Honda Jazz. 
Things have certainly changed. 

The only Jazz engine choice 
is a 1.3 litre i-VTEC petrol unit 
with 102PS of power. It’s mated 
to a six-speed manual transmis¬ 


sion which replaces the old five- 
speed ‘box, and there’s also the 
option of a semi-automatic CVT 
transmission. 

The interior has come on 
leaps and bounds with a huge 
windscreen that imparts a genu¬ 
ine feel of airiness up front. It 
extends way overhead, meeting 
the roof panel a good few inches 
aft of where you’d normally 
expect that junction. 

This, along with the large 
front quarter windows, provides 
respectable forward visibility. 
Boot capacity measures 354-li¬ 
tres, with space extending to 
884-litres with the ‘Magic Seats’ 
folded. The dash is dominated 
by either a five-inch LCD multi¬ 
information display or a seven- 
inch Honda Connect infotain¬ 
ment touchscreen, depending on 
model grade. 

This smarter third generation 
Honda Jazz has evolved, with 
its ethos shifting subtly. One 
thing hasn’t changed though. 

Ask almost any motoring expert 
to recommend the super¬ 
mini they’d buy with their own 
money and many will still plump 
for this one. It isn’t the feisti- 
est car of its kind on a twisty 
road, but we’d trade that for 
this model’s excellent ride and 
superb gearbox.

So much promise in 
mercurial cricketers 


WHO would have thought 
this time last year that the 
England cricket team would 
not only regain the Ashes, 
but earn a series victory 
against the team ranked 
No. 1 in Test cricket in their 
own back yard? 

Back at the start of 2015, 
there were so many questions 
hanging over English cricket, 
which was about to stumble 
into a disastrous World Cup 
campaign. 

Admittedly, they’re hardly 
the only male sports team 
from this country you can say 
that last bit about recently, 
but everything about the state 
of the game over here just 
seemed to be a mess. 

From then-Managing 
Director of the ECB Paul 
Downton making a name for 
himself by ‘sacking’ Kevin 
Pietersen, to head coach Peter 
Moores talking about ‘looking 
at the data’ and focusing on 
the positives after the latest 
ODI thrashing, English crick-

et was making a fool of itself. 

Thankfully, the aforemen¬ 
tioned World Cup gave it the 
kick up the backside it needed 
as it finally made them realise 
they had failed to move with 
the times. 

It also led to the end of 
Moores’ second failed stint in 
charge and Downton was 
ousted from office - it meant a 
fresh start. 

Since then, the promise of 
the side has been clear, with 
bright young talent like Joe 
Root and Ben Stokes mixing 
to great effect with estab¬ 
lished names such as Alastair 
Cook, James Anderson and 


Stuart Broad. 

We saw them go toe-to-toe 
with an excellent New 
Zealand in what was the 
greatest series of 50-over 
games I’ve ever seen before 
they gave those pesky Aussies 
a shock they weren’t expect¬ 
ing last summer. 

What that bizarre Ashes 
series did, however, was high¬ 
light that this England side, 
for all its promise, is a bit mer¬ 
curial at the moment. 

It’s hard to remember a 
series that saw their fortunes 
change so wildly - as brilliant 
as they were in victories at 
Cardiff, Edgbaston and Trent 
Bridge, they were awful at 
Lord’s and The Oval. 

A couple of batting collapses 
cost them a series against 
Pakistan in the UAE before 
they rocked up in South 
Africa, looking for a first Test 
series win over the Proteas 
since 2004/05. 

For the most part, it couldn’t 
have gone much better, from 


Stokes’ astonishing 258 off 
198 balls in Cape Town to 
Broad’s match-winning 6-17 
in Johannesburg. 

It earned them a deserved 
win over the four Tests, but 
there was a not-so-gentle 
reminder in Centurion this 
last week that they are still a 
work in progress. 

Only they’ll know if motiva¬ 
tion was an issue, but they 
were ragged and sluggish in 
the field before producing a 
feeble effort with the bat on 
the final day when the match 
needed to be saved. 

Bowling-wise, England look 
very strong, but there are 
question marks over Alex 
Hales and Nick Compton at 
the top of the order. 

But there are a lot more rea¬ 
sons to be cheerful than this 
time last year and this sum¬ 
mer, with the visits of Sri 
Lanka and Pakistan, gives 
them a chance to iron out 
these kinks in their game and 
become more consistent.

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Sheehan’s Magpie 
reunion turns sour

ALAN Sheehan must have 
dreamt about a home 
Luton debut with his name 
sung from the Kenilworth 
Stands - just not like this. 

The nightmare scenario 
saw the defender put 
through his own net, him 
beating the ground in frus¬ 
tration and the 390 travel¬ 
ling Notts County fans, 
used to seeing him in their 
colours, singing, “Alan 
Sheehan, he’s one of our 
own.” 

Of all the times Town 
deserved to fall behind and 
lose, this was not it. Nor 
was it fitting that their 


home run stretched to 
three goalless games. 

For the best part of an 
hour the Hatters battered 
the Magpies in every way 
but the one that counts. 
Dominance without goals 
doesn’t win games. 

Defensive blunders, how¬ 
ever, are nothing new for 
Town and they cost them 
dear here. Sheehan’s gaffe 
was unfortunate - such are 
the perils of defending - but 
boss Nathan Jones’ first 
defeat was confirmed by a 
timid piece of goalkeeping 
from Elliot Justham, which 
allowed Jon Stead to deliver 
a second goal sucker punch. 
The smash and grab was 
complete. 

The signs are already 
clear that the new manager 
is creating a side full of 
passing, penetration and 
with more purpose than at 
any stage under the previ¬ 


ous regime this season. 

It was just never going to 
be plain sailing. His next 
task is to banish this appall¬ 
ing record of Luton never 
having won a Football 
League game - since their 
return - after falling behind 
in a game. 

Izale McLeod should 
have punished the hosts 
when he was sent clean 
through on goal but blazed 
over the bar and, at that 
stage, the stars seemed 
aligned in the home side’s 
direction. 

Seconds later Pelly 
Ruddock Mpanzu 

shrugged off challenges in 
the box and, from an acute 
angle, stung the experi¬ 
enced palms of Roy Carroll 
though it looked very much 
a case of when, not if, the 
Hatters would break the 
deadlock. 

Stead forced Justham into 


a reaction save and then 
pulled another across the 
face of goal where McLeod 
was waiting to steer home, 
but skewed wide. Still, the 
momentum was Luton’s. 

Then came their big 
chance. Ruddock Mpanzu 
steamed into the County 
box but somehow blasted 
wide from five yards out. 

It would prove costly 
because Luton were dumb¬ 
struck in the second half 
when Wes Atkinson 
crossed and Sheehan 
diverted the ball past 
Justham, in off his shin. 

And they found them¬ 
selves 2-0 down against the 
run of play soon after when 
Stead burst through. 
Justham hesitated off his 
line and, by the time he’d 
committed it was too late 
and the striker suffered 
injury to force the ball 
beyond him.
